Between Two Professions 


ANY nurses are concerned about the 
position of their profession after the war. 

On the one hand they see so many 

women without the nurse’s training engaged in 
nursing in the various types of hospital; on the 
other they realise that we must expect a period 
of great financial difficulty when every individual 
will be well to do. Will not the general 
public, as a post war economy, be inclined to

employ women who are not trained nurses, but 
have war-time experience of nursing, and are 


willing to accept a lower salary than it is right for 
the State-registered nurse, with four or five, years 
of training behind her, to consider ? 


“+ + 


Many factors will certainly affect the trained 
nurse after the war, and the Royal College of 
Nursing is alive to the dangers of the position and 
is working to protect the interests of the nurse 
Out of the last war came the registration of th 
trained nurse. At the time, the nursing profession 
hoped that this measure would serve to protect 
the patient and the nursing profession from 
exploitation by unqualified persons and unscru 
pulous employers. Still at the outbreak of the 
present war, persons might be sent out as nurses 
to the private house though they had neither 
training nor experience in nursing; still a patient 
in an expensive nursing home might find that, 
with a number of other patients, he was left at 
night, after a serious operation or during a dange1 
ous illness, in the charge of an unqualified person

Out of the present war may well come the regis 
tration of all those who nurse for gain, call them 
‘‘assistant nurses’’ or what you will. Without the 
greater chaos which war-time conditions have 
brought about, the moment was ripe for it. The 
Inter Departmental Committee on Nursing Services 
had found such abuses of the word “ nurse” by 
unscrupulous persons and employers that it 


recommended enrolment as_ the

Front Line Hospitals 


Our readers will be sorry to hear that one of the 


older London voluntary hospitals and medical 
schools sustained severe damage during a recent 
severe air raid. It received four high explosive 
bombs, one of which hit the surgical block and 
exploded injuring no one Another bomb struck 
the private roadway outside the bakery and linen 
stores, Unfortunately it caused considerable 
damage by blast to the surrounding structures 
and, it is feared, to the foundations of the neigh 


bouring parts of the hospital. In one ward part of 
the floor was blown up. A sister and nurses standing 
on the spot at the time of the explosion were unhurt 
The evacuation of patients by ambulance to the 
country was begun during the early part of the raid 
when it seemed that before long the hospital would 
be ringed around with fires as incendiary bombs were 
falling not only the medical block but also on 
neighbouring premises The day nursery the 
building in which the resident medical staff formerly 
lived were gutted. As an additional source of supply, 
water was pumped from ‘the old well at the back of 
the nurses’ home, and helped to extinguish the flames 
One patient was slightly hurt by splinter; less than 
a dozen were admitted as a result of the bombing, 
and one of the hospital porters, Mankelow, was hurt 
by a burning beam falling across his back as he was 
helping a patient into an ambulance. The medical,

An Important Discovery

be further reduced. Although serum treatment has 
greatly lowered the toll of this disease it has remained 
the greatest death among children 
in many While we must all hope that 
this disease, since it can be prevented by inoculation 
will be prevented rather than cured in the future 
vet this discovery has been so successful that it has 
lowered the death rate from 50 per cent. to 6.2 per 
cent in a group of severe cases. Dr. O’Meara found that 
the toxin used for the production of serum did not 
produce in animals conditions comparable to those 
seen in human beings with severe clinical diphtheria. 
By adding toxin from virulent strains of bacilli, 
isolated at Cork Street Hospital, Dublin, where he 
has been carrying out research work he was able to 
produce in animals conditions closely resembling the 
severe form of the disease. Using this factor of 
greater toxicity, he has produced a serum with 
anti-toxins which protect against it, and his colleague 
Dr. McSweeney has used it on 16 severe cases only 
one of which proved fatal

Appointment of Almoners 
[HE Minister of Health has circularised all hospitals 
in the Emergency Medical Scheme (Circular 2232) to 
ask that almoners should be appointed, if not already 
on the staff, not only to assess patients’ contributions 
but to ensure that the vital steps for the welfare of 
patients after their discharge are taken. War-time 
conditions make it essential to enquire that homes 
have not been bombed in the interim, and evacuation 
of children or other priority cases may need to be 
arranged by the almoner. The Minister will recognise 

suitable salaries to secure these services.

Zanzibar’s Nursing Problems 
[HERE is a great opening in Zanzibar for African 
health visitors, midwives and district nurses, accord- 
ing to the latest report of the Senior Medical Officer 
in charge of the medical and sanitary services of 
Zanzibar. It has been easy to recruit male proba- 
tioners of a good type who know a little English, but 
girls are more reluctant to come forward. Zanzibar 
is a Mohammedan country and it is not the custom 
for educated girls of good family to undertake work 
outside the house. The girls now in training are 
Arabs and Africans, but efforts are being made to 
attract Asiatics also. ‘‘ There is every hope,’’ states 
the report, ‘ that in two or three years all Zanzibar 
units will be staffed by trained male and female 
nurses who are competent to carry on nursing work of 

a high standard.”’

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Retina 


ETACHMENT of the retina is a rather un 
D common eye condition but its treatment 
provides one of the most interesting branches 
of eye work. Up till recently it had to be regarded 
as an incurable condition This was a particularly 
unfortunate’ state of affairs as it is found that a 
considerable proportion of retinal detachments in one 
eve are followed by detachment in the other eye at 
a later date, and it is considered that 5 per cent. of 
all cases of total blindness are due to retinal detach 
ment. 

By detachment of the retina is meant the splitting 
of the retina into lavers, so that the outer layers of 
the affected part remain attached to the choroid 
while the inner layers separate off and tend to bulge 
out into the interior of the eve which is filled by the 
vitreous rhe space thus made between the retinal 
layers becomes filled with fluid 

Detachments of different sizes are seen—ranging 
from small localized shallow detachments to large 
balloon shaped ones and even to complete detachment 
of the whole retina. 


Causes of Retinal Detachment 


Detachment of the retina has been recognised for 
many years. Before the invention of the ophthal 
moscope, by means of which the interior of the eve 
and the retina can be completely examined, only the 
very largest detachments could be seen as a white 
membrane, bulging out towards the pupil. This was 
referred to by Beer in 1817 as “‘ amaurotic cat-eve 
because of the white shining appearance. After 
the invention of the ophthalmoscope about 1850, the 
condition was completely described and many 
theories for its causation were advanced 

Many causes of retinal detachment are known, but 
many cases are still unexplained by present theories. 

Detachment is frequently found in myopic or short 
sighted eyes. It is found that more than 50 per cent 
of detachments are in myopic eyes. They occur not 
only in eyes with extreme degrees of myopia but also 
in those which are only moderately affected. It is 
thought that its occurrence in myopic eyes may be 
concerned with the stretching of the retina which 
may occur in this condition, together with the un- 
healthiness of the retina which is frequently found 
in these eyes.

ANATOMY AND PHYSIOLOGY FOR NURSES.—By Evelyn 
C. Pearce. Fifth edition. (Faber & Faber, Ltd., 24, Russell 
Square, W.C.1; price 5s.) 


LHIs book ha deservedly been a tavourite in 
preliminary schools of nursing since it was first 
published in 1929, but it was becoming a little out-of 
date in view of our increasing knowledge of physiology 
as the outcome of modern research and of the 
advancing standards of nursing education Che 
fifth edition has been completely revised and now 


contains references to many modern advances and 
is abreast of the actual examination requirements in 
these subjects, although the teaching given in many 
schools of nursing passes beyond its general standard 

lhe diagrams are clear without being too detailed 
and tor this reason they are very suitable for re 
production by the student The book will, un 
doubtedly, continue to find a wide sphere of useful 
ness, but, owing to the limitations that are inevitable

ruis is a new book which can be recommended with- 

out reservation to all practising and pupil midwives. 

Concise, and costing only 3s. 6d., it should be in- 

valuable not only to them but to all health visitors 

and district nurses who are engaged in public health 
work and keen to keep up to date. The book covers 
much ground. The authors explain the constitution 
and functions of the Ministry of Health and local 
authorities, give a summary of the Midwives Acts, 

1902-1936, and make clear the respective duties 

of the Ministry of Health and the Central Midwives 

Board. In giving the regulations regarding the 

supervision of midwives, they point out that super- 

visors should be persons from whom midwives can 
expect help, advice and sympathy: an encouraging 
outlook for practising midwives 

The chapter on ‘“ Control of Disease ’’’ is a most 
useful one as it gives the chief provisions and latest 
regulations—for example, that measles and whooping 
cough are notifiable for the duration of the present 
war. It includes measures for preventing the spread 
of infection, with detailed methods of disinfection for 
midwives, and discusses the controversial subject of 
vaccination. The section on puerperal sepsis, pem- 
phigus and ophthalmia neonatorum shows how the 
midwife and the doctor can help to prevent the spread 
of these diseases. A valuable chapter on “ Environ- 
mental Hygiene ’’ contains practical advice on the 
hygiene of the lying-in room, and also information 
about the Food and Drugs Act, 1938. Nurses will 
find the chapter on the various public health and 
social services very helpful to them, as it explains 
to what extent their patients may benefit from the 
different welfare authorities. 

Other subjects covered briefly are the insurance 
schemes and pensions, the functions of the Public 
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sor, 


Assistance Board, the care of destitute and foster 
children, the legal aspects of illegitimacy and adoption 

all information which is useful to midwives, who 
have many opportunities of helping when armed with 
such knowledge. Abortions of all types and their 
legal points are clearly defined in a chapter based on 
the findings of the Inter-Departmental Committee 
on Abortion, published in 1939. 

In a chapter on “ Vital Statistics’’ the authors 
give reasons for the encouraging reduction in mor

Support for the District Nurse 


he letter of College Member No. 37166 in your last 
issue important and .timely question 
While much necessary reconstruction 
taking place, would it not be a good time to review 
the work and welfare of the voluntary nursing 
associations throughout the country, upon which a 
very great number of people are dependent for 
public health nursing, both in its preventive and 
curative aspects Depleted income, due to varving 
causes, is the lot of most of these associations just 
now, and this comes at a time when there ts a greater 
need than before for the work of the trained 
district nurse. Cases such as those cited in College 
Member's letter are only too common, proving that 
it is the work and teaching in the home that is so 
important. How is the necessary extra trained 
staff to be provided, or even the present staff main- 
tained, unless the work is recognised and the asso 
bearing the increased financial 
State and local authority grants form 
part of the income of every association, but these 
are inadequate. For example the present approxi- 
mate cost to the nursing association of an ordinary 
nursing visit is 2s. Many old people in this town are 
nursed free and the cost of these visits is paid to the 
nursing association by a grant from the local authority. 
This grant works out at 1}d. per visit! It has its 
parallel in similar grants for notifiable 

District nursing to-day is a work needing people 
of high intelligence, resource and imagination.

The Committee has considered the use of certain 
reputed prophylactic measures such as medicated 
lozenges, and throat sprays From the 
evidence p before it the Committee concludes 
that there are not sufficient grounds on which to

At the same time the Committee does not wish to
